Scores of suggestions for revision 
of court procedure powred in on the 
committee of judges and the special 
committee appointed by the Chicago 


‘Bar association yesterday following the 


disclosure that the Circuit and Su- 
perior judges plan to minke important 
changes in the rules erning the 
administration of justice in the forty 
courts under their control. 

Attorney Royal W. Iriwin, chairman 
of the committee of sixteen well-known 
lawyers who will draft the set of rules 
recommended by the bar association, 


revealed some of the intiovations con- 


templated by the bar. 
Urges Life Jobs for 6 Judges. 


From a well-known criminal lawyer, 


who preferred to remain unnamed, 
eame the novel suggestion that the six 
Criminal court judges should be elect- 
4 for lite in order that no political 
influences might reach in their 
decisions. Such a plan would have to 
be made legal through the state legis- 
lature, however, and is not within the 
jurisdiction of the judges who are 
drafting the new rules. | 
“TIT have been studying the 

rules problem for years,” said nande 
ney Irwin. “The judges face a huge 
task in revising the rules, We of the 
Bar association committee are pro- 
ceeding on the principle ‘that a delay 


1, of justice is a denial of justice. 
New York Plan Explained. 


“ "The clogged calendar ‘is the great- 
est problem to be solved. We might 
adopt the New York system, whereby, 
when either complainant ‘or defendant 
vish a trial of a case when it is 
reached, the case is placed on a spe-, 
cia) list and must. be tried when its | 
turn comes. No’ continuances may be 
granted in such a situation. 

“Rules must be passed providing 
fer greater decorum among lawyers 
in court. The federal courts have dig- 
nity and there is no reason why our 
state courts should not. We are study- 
ing the court rules of all cities in the 
country in order to draw up a mode! set 
of regulations. 

Raps Many-Case Lawyers. 
“We also want to get after the 
three or four lawyers in this county 
who want to try all the cases there 
are. They keep hundreds of cases on 
the calendars, knowing that at the 
most they can try but a case a week.” 

Under the present system, Attorney 
Irwin pointed out, Criminal court 
Sudges often complete their work in 
the forenoon and are idle at the after- 
moon sessions. Some method of pro- 
viding work for the judges during 
these idle sessions should result from 
the study being made by the bench 
and bar, he declared. 

“ This idlenesa is not the fault of the 
judges but of the system,” he said. 
“With all our judges working full 
time every day, the thousands of cases 
pending will soon be cleared up.” |
